Panel Ponders 
Televised Debate 
On Impeachment 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The House 
Judiciary Committee is preparing to 
vote on whether its historic im­ 
peachment debate should be televised. 
The debate begins Wednesday and 
could last into next week. 
A change in House rules would be 
needed to allow the television cameras 
into committee sessions and a 
resolution proposing the change is 
scheduled for House action shortly 
before the committee meets this af­ 
ternoon. 
At an earlier closed session, the 
committee will receive a brief of 
arguments against impeachment 
presented by Sam Garrison, newly 
designated by the Republican com­ 
mittee members as their minority 
counsel. 
Albert Jenner, who had held that 
position from the start of the inquiry, 
with Garrison as his deputy, will 
remain on the staff as associate 
counsel working under special counsel 
John Doar. 
Jenner had made it clear from the 
start that he regarded himself as 
working for the committee, not the 
Republicans, and they repeatedly have 
turned to Garrison when they felt the

The Republicans’ patience with 
Jenner, a prominent Chicago lawyer, 
snapped last week when Jenner en­ 
dorsed Doar’s conclusion that Nixon 
had abused his powers of office and 
should be impeached.

T. Agnew, has been asked by the 
Republicans to rebut the case for im­ 
peachment presented by Doar and 
Jenner.

Walter Flowers, D-Ala., and 
Robert McCrory, R-Ill., who also took 
part in a televised discussion on ABC 
“Issues and Answers,” said they were 
having a hard time making up their 
minds. 
Meanwhile, presidential spokesman 
Ronald L. Ziegler Sunday again 
criticized the Judiciary Committee 
and said charges against Nixon are un­ 
substantiated by fact. 
In another development, Judiciary 
Committee transcripts released over 
the weekend show that President 
Nixon expressed concern that he may 
have 
inadvertently 
ignored 
a 
Watergate cover-up plot. The tran­ 
script was of a June 4, 1973, con­ 
versation with Ziegler, in which Nixon 
discussed conversions he had in 
February and March 1973 with former 
aides. 
Nixon is quoted as saying to Ziegler: 
“I mean, God, maybe we were talking 
about a coverup—Watergate. I really 
didn’t. I didn’t know what the hell—I 
honestly didn’t know.” 
There were these other devel­ 
opments over the weekend: 
—Nixon’s lawyers presented a brief 
to the impeachment committee

Cyprus Truce In Effect

The deadline for a cease-fire on 
Cyprus passed today but there was no 
immediate 
word 
from 
the 
Mediterranean island on whether the 
fighting had actually stopped. Just 
hours before Turkey was reported 
pouring fresh troops in by air. 
At the 4 p.m. — IO a m., EDT - 
deadline the Cyprus radio broadcast 
an order for Greek Cypriot troops to 
stop shooting. The broadcast was 
heard in Beirut, Lebanon. 
Earlier in the day both Greece and 
Turkey announced that their forces on 
the island would observe the United 
Nations-sponsored cease-fire. 
At U. N. headquarters in New York, 
officials in contact with the United 
Nations peacekeeping force on Cyprus 
said they had received no reports of 
continued fighting after the cease-fire 
deadline. 
The officials declined, however, to 
make any official announcement that 
the cease-fire had become effective 
throughout the island. 
An Associated Press dispatch from 
Nicosia received just before the IO 
a.m. deadline reported that massive 
Turkish reinforcements had been 
landed on the beaches of northern 
Cyprus today. It reported that 
paratroopers were brought in by at 
least 12 Turkish C47s, and at least 30 
helicopters ferried troops from landing 
vessels. 
The dispatch went through Greek 
Cypriot censorship before being 
transmitted, and it did not say what 
time the reinforcements had arrived. 
Associated Press correspondent 
Holger Jensen reported from the 
northern port of Kyrenia, that heavy 
fighting was going on three hours 
before the cease-fire was to begin. 
Jensen, who was later captured by 
the Turks along with two other 
American 
correspondents, 
said 
Turkish jets were bombing and 
strafing Greek Cypriot positions as 
both sides fought to improve their 
positions.

cease-fire and the Greek military 
junta announced its agreement about 
two hours later. 
The State Department said it 
assumed the cease-fire also would 
apply to the Cypriot National Guard 
and its Greek Army officers who 
overthrew President Makarios last 
Monday. But a dispatch received this 
morning from Nicosia, the Cypriot 
capital, made no mention of the cease­ 
fire. 
Announcing the cease-fire, Turkish 
Premier Bident Ecevit said he hoped 
for “new victories” before the cease­ 
fire took effect. Radio Cyprus reported 
that Turkish air attacks were con­ 
tinuing, and it claimed the Greek 
Cypriots shot down three of the planes 
today. 
Sources in Ankara said Ecevit 
agreed to a cease-fire after Greece 
agreed to negotiate with Turkey on all 
outstanding problems between the two 
countries, including their dispute over 
oil drilling rights in the Aegean Sea. In 
the fighting so far, the Turkish in­ 
vasion force estimated at 6,000 men 
and the 650-man Turkish army contin­ 
gent that is stationed on Cyprus have 


been opposed by the National Guard 
plus the 1,000-man contingent that the 
Greek Army keeps on the island. There 
also has been fighting between the 
Greek and Turkish Cypriot com­ 
munities. 
Greece has mobilized its army 
reserves and rushed reinforcements to 
its border with Turkey, but it has 
landed no additional troops on Cyprus 
since the Turkish invasion Saturday. 
The cease-fire agreement appeared 
to avert the immediate threat of war 
between the two easternmost mem­ 
bers of the North Atlantic Treaty 
Organization. Earlier Sunday, pros­ 
pects for a political solution in Cyprus 
appeared to improve when the Greek 
ambassador to the United Nations said 
his government accepted “in toto” the 
cease-fire resolution the United 
Nations Security Council adopted on 
Saturday. 
In addition to its call for an end to the 
fighting and to foreign military in­ 
tervention in Cyprus, the resolution 
called for immediate withdrawal of the 
Cypriot National Guard’s Greek of­ 
ficers who led the coup against 
Makarios. The resolution also called 
for negotiations by Greece, Turkey 
and Britain—the three guarantors of 
the independence of Cyprus—for the 
restoration of constitutional govern­ 
ment on the island. 
Reports from Cyprus Sunday said 
the Turkish invaders were in control of 
the highway between Kyrenia, on the 
north coast, and Nicosia, the capital IO 


miles to the south. But Greek army 
troops were reported to have cut the 
highway at Guenelili, two miles north 
of Nicosia. Heavy fighting also was 
reported around the Nicosia airport, 
which was reported still in Greek 
Cypriot hands. 
Turkish jets repeatedly bombed and 
strafed Nicosia on Sunday, and sniper 
fire was reported along the boundary 
between the Greek and Turkish 
Cypriot sectors of the city. 
Diplomats in Nicosia said they had 
reports that the Greek Cypriots in the 
National Guard were slaughtering 
large numbers of Turkish Cypriots in 
raids on Turkish villages and the 
Turkish sectors of Larnaca and 
Limassol, on the south coast. 


Total casualties were impossible to 
assess. But newsmen who toured 
Nicosia’s general hospital on Sunday 
counted 60 bodies and 240 wounded. 
Doctors said there were 300 patients at 
other clinics in the city. 
British forces assembled a convoy of 
more than 500 trucks, armored cars, 
private automobiles and other vehicles 
and evacuated 4,400 foreigners from 
Nicosia to the British base at Dhekeiia, 
on the southeast coast. 
The evacuation took place during a 
seven-hour cease-fire arranged by U. 
N. officials. After it ended, a Turkish 
jet strafed the soccer stadium used by 
the National Guard as an assembly 
point, Turkish mortar rounds hit the 
I^edra Palace Hotel. 
Turks Hold Edge In Manpower 


LONDON (AP) - Greek and 
Turkish military forces are just about 
evenly balanced on the seas and in the 
air but the Turks hold a 3-1 edge in 
military manpower, according to the 
International Institute of Strategic 
Studies. 
British military experts believe the 
United States, the major supplier of 
military hardware to both countries, is 


partly responsible for the sea and air 
balance because it wanted a military

Greece maintains a 120,000-man 
Clear Way For Floor Action 
On New State Appropriations 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP)—A joint 
House-Senate committee meeting 
today is expected to clear the way for 
floor action by the legislature Tuesday 
on the state’s newly drafted $124 
million supplemental appropriations 
bill. 
The panel that reached tentative 
agreement on the document last 
Tuesday is to meet at 4 p.m. to look at 
the final draft and sign it. 
Monday night, another joint con­ 
ference committee plans to act on a 
major bill that establishes rights and 
responsibilities of landlords and 
tenants in Ohio. It also would go before 
floor sessions Tuesday. 


Earlier this year, the two chambers 
passed separate landlord-tenant bills. 
Their leaders named the conference 
committee to try to work out dif­ 
ferences when the legislature ad­ 
journed June 12. 
A major provision in the com­ 
promise bill would permit tenants to 
withhold rent from landlords who fail 
to maintain their property adequately, 
said Rep. Michael P. Stinziano, D-30 
Columbus, the bill’s chief House 
sponsor. 
The three Republicans and three 
Democrats who worked out the sup­ 
plemental spending bill said they do 
not expect any last minute hitches. 
However, there were rumblings of 
discontent over the weekend by two 


Republicans who did not serve on the 
committee. 
Rep. Norman A. Murdock, R-21 
Cincinnati, said he will oppose the bill 
and ask his colleagues to do likewise 
because the committee rejected his 
amendment to save $700,000 for the 
Cincinnati City School District. 
He said the amendment is needed to 
prevent the loss of $10 per pupil for an 
estimated 70,000 pupils in the district 
when its enrollment slips slightly 
below that total next fall. The district 
has been getting the extra $10 under 
the so called municipal overburden 
factor in the school foundation for­ 
mula. 
Sen. Thomas A. Van Meter, R-19 
Ashland, attacked the bill as “pork 
barrel” and said it resulted from Gov. 
John J. Gilligan’s campaign for re- 
election. 
In a prepared statement, Van Meter 
referred to “goodies” in the bill and 
charged that its real author was 
“Santa Claus Gilligan.” 
The measure contains $45 million in 
aid for schools, $22 million for a state 
employe pay raise of IO to 30 cents an 
hour, $10.5 million to make up for the 
loss that will come from increasing the 
personal exemption under the state 
income tax from $500 to $650, $5.5 mil­ 
lion to increase state retiree benefits, 
and $2 million to provide free mass 
transit for the elderly, among other 
smaller items.

Turkey’s air force of 50,000 men has 
288 combat planes — F104 Star- 
fighters, F4 Phantoms and other 
American jet fighters. It also has two 
squadrons 
of 
troop-carrying 
helicopters. 
Greece has a 22,000-man air force 
with 225 combat planes, virtually the 
same types as those flown by Turkish 
pilots. It has three transport squadrons 
and two helicopter squadrons. 
Turkey has a 40,000-man navy with 
15 submarines, 14 destroyers and 60 
other combat craft. 
Nixon Called Self 'Dumb Turkey' On Watergate 


WASHINGTON (AP) — President 
Nixon has likened himself to a “dumb 
turkey” for failing in 1972 to recognize 
the suggestions of a Watergate 
coverup in conversations with his 
aides. 
“ It’s not comfortable for me 
because I was sitting there like a dumb 
turkey,” Nixon told White House Press 
Secretary’ Ronald L. Ziegler as the two 
listened June 4, 1973, to tape record­ 
ings of Nixon’s meetings the previous 
February and March with John W. 
Dean III. 
The House Judiciary Committee 
transcript of the June 4 session was 
contained in 1,069 pages of evidence 
made public by the committee 
Saturday. 
The latest volumes of evidence 
amassed by the committee also 
disclosed that White House staff chief 
Alexander M. Haig Jr. suggested as 
early as July 3, 1973, that Nixon 
wanted to fire Archibald Cox as the 
special Watergate prosecutor, ac­ 
cording to former Atty. Gen. Elliot L. 
Richardson. 
The documents further revealed that 
Cox asked Nixon on June 27, 1973, for 
his version of the cover-up described 
by Dean in testimony before the Senate 
Watergate Committee. 


As Nixon listened and, with Ziegler, 
searched for the damaging im­ 
plications in the tapes of the Dean 
meetings, the President mused: 
“ Well, you know I wondered, 
frankly, Ron, when I first saw, uh, 
heard about the God damn story, that 
Haldeman (unintelligible) people in 
the Watergate. I mean, God, maybe we 
were talking about a cover-up Water­ 
gate. I really didn’t. I didn’t know what 
the hell — I honestly don’t know.” 
Early in the session, Nixon fretted 
about the implications of his con­ 
versation March 21, 1973, with Dean 
and H.R. Haldeman. “We do know we 
have no problem: ifs that damn con­ 
versation of March 21st ... ,” Nixon 
said. 
It was in that meeting that Dean 
spoke of a “cancer close to the 
presidency” and described E. Howard 
Hunt’s demands for hush money, the 
possibility of clemency for the Wa­ 
tergate burglars and the chances of 
criminal charges against various 
White House aides. 
According to the transcript. Nixon 
told Ziegler: 
“What I was saying about his crap 
is thiat ifs reassuring up to a point, but 
in fact, uh, at least, in his whole 
business, he, we sat there and we con­ 


spired about a cover-up (unin­ 
telligible) or not. We did talk about it 
on the 21st. That’s a tough con­ 
versation. Unless Haldeman explains 
it — which he will. (Sighs) But I think 
we can survive that, too.” 
Nixon has insisted he knew nothing 
about the cover-up prior to March 21, 
1973. 
But in listening to tapes of con­ 
versations with Dean on March 13 and 
March 17, the President worried that 
perhaps he had been told of what 
amounted to a cover-up but failed to 
realize it. 
“I should have reacted before the 
21st of March, actually,’’ Nixon 
lamented to Ziegler. “Dean shouldn’t 
have had to come in to me with the 
‘cancer in the heart of the presidency,’ 
which to his credit he did ... Haldeman 
didn’t tell me that: (John D.) Ehrlich- 
man didn’t tell me that.” 
Moments later, Nixon calls Dean “a 
God damned traitor.” 
Discussing the March 17 con­ 
versation in which Dean listed the 
Nixon aides who might be implicated 
in the Watergate, Nixon asked, “How 
would you — that strike you, how does 
it strike you? He was telling me that 
there was a cover-up.?” 
“Not at ail,” Ziegler replied. 


Telling his aide of the March 13 
tapes, Nixon related: 
“Now here’s one (unintelligible) I 
don’t know what the hell I was saying 
here, but I said ‘You know, the thing 
here is that (Jeb) Magruder, Mag- 
ruder put, the heat on, and (Hugh) 
Sloan starts pissing on Haldeman.’ ... I 
said, We’ve got to cut that off. We 
can’t have that go to Haldeman ... 
supposs he could say there that I was 
telling him to coverup, wouldn’t you 
say, for Haldeman?” 
Speaking of the pre-March 21 con­ 
versations, Nixon pondered, “There’s 
no cover-up in this, uh — to this point, 
period — not one talk of cover-up.” 
“That’s right,” Ziegler agreed. 
“You know, not one bit,” Nixon went 
on. “There’s a little, there’s a feeling 
of it through here ...” 
At one point, Nixon blames John N. 
Mitchell, his former attorney general 
and campaign chief, for failing to 
shield him from the scandal. 
“The key to this thing, Ron, is 
Mitchell. Always been the key. You 
haven’t had a coverup. Dean did it — 
shit, he didn’t do it for Haldeman and 
Ehrlichman. 
He 
(unintelligible) 
himself,” Nixon said. “He did it for 
John Mitchell.” 


The President continued : 
“That’s the tragedy of the whole 
thing. Mitchell would never step up to 
this. Well, I suppose, would you? No. 
No. Former attorney general step up 
and say you bugged? Shit, I wouldn’t." 
Turning to the events leading to the 
firing of Cox and the resignations of 
Richardson and his deputy, the 
Judiciary Committee disclosed an 
affidavit submitted by Richardson on 
June 17, 1974. 
Richardson said White House staff 
chief Haig telephoned July 3, 1973, to 
complain of a Ix>s Angeles Times 
report that Cox was investigating 
government expenditures at Nixon’s 
home in San Clemente, Calif. 


Richardson said he determined Cox 
was not investigating the San 
Clemente spending and relayed the 
information to Haig, who demanded 
that Cox issue a public statement to 
that effect. 
“Gen. Haig said that he was not sure 
the President was not going to move on 
this to discharge Mr. Cox, and that it 
could not be a matter of Cox’s charter 
to investigate the President of the 
United States,” Richardson wrote. 
Cox’s charter, published as a federal 
regulation a month before the Haig 


phone call, specifically authorized the 
special prosecutor to investigate “alle­ 
gations involving the President.” 


Cox issued the statement Haig and 
Nixon demanded. 
By Richardson’s account, Haig 
called again July 23 “and told me that 
the boss’ was very ‘uptight’ about Cox 
and complained about various of his 
activities ...” 
The affidavit continued, “Gen. Haig 
told me that ‘if we have to have a 
confrontation we will have it.’ Gen. 
Haig said that the President wanted ‘a 
tight line drawn with no further 
mistakes,’ and that ‘if Cox does not 
agree, we will get rid of Cox.’” 
In late September or early October 
1973, Richardson continued, “I met 
with the President in regard to the 
Agnew matter. After we had finished 
our discussion about Mr. Agnew, and 
as we were walking toward the door, 
the President said in substance, ‘Now 
that we have disposed of that matter, 
we can go ahead and get rid of Cox.’ 
There was nothing more said.” 
Cox was fired and Richardson and 
his deputy, William D. Ruckelshaus, 
resigned Oct. 20, 1973 in what became 
known as “ the Saturday night 
massare.”

Recall Death 
O f Dillinger 


CHICAGO (A PI — Forty years ago 
tonight, 22 federal agents surrounded 
the Biograph Theater on the North 
Side and waited for John Dillinger to 
come out. 
“ It was the longest two hours I ever 
spent," Melvin Purvis, the Federal

Dillinger emerged from the theater 
and into the steamy summer night 
accompanied by a girl friend, Polly 
Hamilton, and Mrs. Sage, who wore an 
orange-red skirt, an identifying mark 
for the agents. 
He had dyed his shortcropped hair 
coal black. His eyebrows were plucked 
to a fine line. He had grown a small 
black mustache. 
As the agents closed in. Dillinger ran 
for a nearby alley.

Headlands Beach Draws Many Visitors 


The C irc le v ille H erald, M onda y July 22, 1974 


EDITOR’S NOTE: Ohio has 62 state 
parks, but most Ohioans are familiar 
with only a few of the parks and the 
opportunities for outdoor recreation 
that they offer. This is one of the series 
of stories designed to make Ohioans 
more aware of what their state parks 
have to offer. 
Headlands Beach State Park is a 
busy place. 
Attracted by a long stretch of sandy 
beach, ample picnic sites and in­ 
teresting hiking trails, nearly a minion 
people annually visit this state 
recreational site — 87 per cent of that 
total during the five warm-weather 
months of May through September. 
The park is in I^ake County at the 
north terminus of State Route 44. It is 
adjacent to Mentor Marsh on [.ake 
Erie and the Grand River where it 
flows into the lake. 
Possibly the busiest place in the park 
is a pond just off the entrance road­ 
way. Here a colony of five beavers is 
engaged in what seems to be a never- 
ending battle with the park main­ 
tenance crew. 
The beavers have built a dam across 
the pond, stopping the flow of the water 
into the Grand River. The backed up 
water, if left standing, becomes 
stagnant, sometimes overruns a wild 
life trail and kills large trees by 
drowning their roots. 
“The beaver dam is an added at­ 
traction at the park,” says Frank 
Lomax 
III, deputy 
director of 
recreation and resource management 
for the Departm ent of Natural 
Resources, “but the backed up water 
causes too many problems and a 
section of the dam must be cleared 
periodically to keep the 
water 
flowing.” 
There’s a belief among the park 
employes that the beavers are wat­ 
ching when part of their dam is being 
destroyed. What is tom down during 
the day is rebuilt at night, so main­ 
taining the water flow has become a 
daily chore. 
Make Plans 
To Explain 
Ohio Lottery 


CLEVELAND, Ohio (A P )- The 
Ohio litte ry Commission announced 
formation of a speakers bureau Friday 
to encourage lottery play by increas­ 
ing state residents’ understanding of 
the game. 
“Hopefully, a good understanding of 
the lottery will mean good par­ 
ticipation,” said David M. Pelunis, 
assistant director of public relations. 
The 
lottery’s 
seven 
regional 
m anagers and 
executives 
from 
headquarters will be available to give 
talks to civic, service and other 
groups, said Pelunis. 
Personal contact has convinced 
some lottery officials that many 
Ohioans have unanswered questions 
about the game. 
“Apparently, a lot of people don’t 
read the newspapers,” Pelunis said. 
The talks will be based loosely on 
managers’ briefings to ticket sales 
agents and will try to answer the 
questions lottery personnel are asked 
most often, Pelunis said. 
The presentations will start with a 
20-minute talk and leave plenty of time 
for questions, he said. 
The talks will describe how the game 
works, go over the dollar amounts 
players can win, describe precautions 
being taken to prevent sale of fraudu­ 
lent tickets and even offer a short 
history of the Ohio lottery, he said. 


Visitors can see the dam by using a 
path off the entrance road which starts 
near a memorial to Robert Haines, a 
17-year-old 
park employe 
from 
Painesville who lost his life while 
saving a friend from drowning in the 
Grand River. 


Another busy place is the park’s 
sandy lake Erie shoreline, where 16 
lifeguards watch over a mile-long 
beach. At times, such as the past 
Fourth of July, more than 20,000 
visitors are in the area at one time. 
The swimming area off the beach is 
marked by buoys, anchored 80 feet 
from the shore. There are two con­ 
cession stands on the beach. A service 
road, bordered on each side by young 
maple trees which add to the beauty of 
the area, runs the entire length of the 
beach. 
The hiking trails wind through the 
marsh and one on the eastern end of 
the park leads to the sand dunes and 
affords a close-up view of the U.S. 
Coast Guard lighthouse at the mouth of 
the Grand River. 
Mentor Marsh, adjacent to the park, 
has been designated a National 
N atural Landmark by the U.S.

Leukoplakia are painless white 
patches that frequently appear on the 
tongue or the inner lining of the 
cheeks. 


The name simply means “ white 
patch.” It is usually caused by badly 
fitted dentures, sharp-edged teeth and, 
occasionally, by poor hygiene of the 
mouth and teeth. 
Chronic irritation by hot smoke, 
especially from pipes and cigarettes, 
may also be a cause. 


Unquestionably, all the obvious 
causes of leukoplakia shoud be 
removed if found. 
I, too, believe that leukoplakia 
should be watched, but not by the 
patient, who often lives in constant 
terror that the condition is dangerous 
and may ultimately destroy him. 
Uke all changes from the normal in 
any part of the body, leukoplakia 
should be checked at regular intervals 
by a physician. Such a routine ob­ 
servation is distinctly different from 


the frightening instructions for the 
patient to “ watch” for the possible 
development of cancer. 
Many patients have been filled with 
fear unnecessarily by a casual ad­ 
monition which serves only to create 
and intensify anxiety rather than 
reduce it.

Raw Steel Output 
Being Cut Back 


CLEVELAND, Ohio (AP) - Hot 
weather, vacations, natural disasters 
and machine repairs will result in a 
cutback of about five million tons in 
raw steel production in the last half of 
1974 compared to the first half, 
Industry Week said today. 
Electric power cutbacks on some 
extremely hot days slashed steel 
production 50 per cent in the Chicago 
area, the business weekly reported. 
Many companies report key men on 
steel plant crews are on vacation. The 
Keystone Steel & Wire Division of 
Keystone Consolidated Industries Inc. 
still is recovering from a flood that 
swept through the plant weeks ago, the 
magazine said. 
During the first six months of the 
year, the industry supplemented mill 
shipments with about four million tons 
from inventories, the magazine esti­ 
mated. But mills now say their stocks 
are depleted and that shipments in the 
second half will depend entirely on 
current production. 
About 58 million tons of finished steel 
was shipped in the first half of 1974, but 
only about 53 million tons are expected 
to be shipped between July and 
December, IW said. 
IW estimates 2,795,000 tons of raw 
steel were shipped in the week ended 
July 20. 
In the first 13 days of July, raw steel 
output in the nation averaged 395,600 
tons a day compared to 404,270 tons a 
day in June and 425,100 tons a day in 


May, the magazine said. 
With production down and demand 
continuing strong, the outlook is for a 
continuing tight market situation, 
Industry Week said, especially with 
automakers reentering the market for 
fourth-quarter deliveries. 
U.S. mills are receiving offers of 
contracts to supply customers for 
three to six years but are turning them 
down, IW said. 
Steel executives report that recent 
price increases have brought few 
complaints from customers and that 
steel availability is the main concern. 


Cincinnati Bell 
Profits Increase 


CINCINNATI, Ohio (AP) - Cin- 
cinnati Bell announced Friday that 
second quarter earnings this year had 
increased nearly $2 million over the 
same period in 1973. 
It credited much of the increase on 
rate hikes and a new company policy 
of charging for directory assistance 
calls. 
Second quarter earnings per share 
totaled 84 cents, bringing earnings for 
the first half of the year to $1.62 per 
share.

“The economy is now moving along 
and we want our people to be able to 
move with it,’’ said Robert Congleton, 
PPG’s director of industrial relations. 
The increase, costing the company 
$1.3 million rn the next three years, 
affects chemical division employes in 
Barberton, 
Corpus 
Christi 
and 
Beaumont, Tex., lake Charles, La., 
and Eldorado, Ark. 
The raise came just four months 
after the company and the Allied 
Chemical Workers Union signed a 
three-year contract providing an 88- 
cents-an-hour pay increase. 
John Iambillotte, manager of the 
Barberton plant, said the company’s 
earnings were up 4.9 per cent in the 
second quarter of the year “and we try 
to treat our people good.” 
He termed the raise a "good moral 
judgment.” 
“This amount of money probably 
would have bought us a lot at the 
bargaining table, but that wasn’t our 
purpose,” lambillotte said. 
Eugene Breintensline, the union’s 
labor relations chairman, said he was 
worried about “what is going to be 
phased out” when company officials 
summoned him to a meeting, where 


the raise was announced. 
“Our lawyer looked at the proposal 
and said, ‘sign it,’” Breintensline said. 
The increase is effective im­ 
mediately for hourly workers and has 
been in effect for 496 salaried em­ 
ployes since June, lambillotte said. 
PPG workers at the Natrium, W. 
Va., plant are not covered by the new 
salary rates because they have a cost- 
of-living clause in their labor contract.

CLEVELAND, Ohio (AP)— Doctors 
at University Hospitals and Case 
Western Reserve University here are 
using cards with patterns on them in a 
new, more effective test for mental 
retardation in infants. 


With parents' permission, babies are 
placed in a 
crib-like observation 
chamber and shown the cards. Their 
reactions can be watched through a 
peephole, researchers say. 
The infants’ preferences for certain 
cards are compared to preferences 
shown by babies that grew up to be 
normal. 
Normal babies select a pattern over 
a solid patch of gray, the investigators 
say. And they prefer black squares on 
white more than colors on white. 
The test grew out of research by Dr. 
Simon B. Miranda and Dr. Robert 
F antz of Case Western Reserve’s 
psychology department, the hospital 
says.

the same jail chores — pumping gas, 
washing patrol cars, sweeping floors 
and emptying ash trays — as he did for 
six months as a trusty. 
“ You don’t find too many guys who 
want to stick around when they’re told 
they’re free to go,” said Chief Deputy 
David Schneider. But he added he 
hopes Adams gets the job because 
“ he’s the kind of person you want 
today — a willing worker.” 
“ He’s easy to get along with,” the 
deputy said. “ As a trusty he did 
whatever he was told to do and did it 
willingly and well. The job might help 
keep him out of trouble, give him a 
livelihood and help the rehabilitative 
process.” 


Schneider said if Adams is hired, 
he’ll get retroactive pay for last week. 
Adams, a shy, slightly built farm boy 
from Covington, Ohio, explained, 
“ Work is work, and I like it here. I 
want to give it a whirl. If I get the job, I 
get it. If I don’t, then I don’t.” 
He is known around the jail as 
“ Budweiser,” a nickname the jailers 
gave him the first time he was 
arrested because he is never without a 
bright red $3 hat emblazoned with the 
beer company’s trademark. 
Schneider said Adams has been 
locked up a couple times in the last 
year on minor charges such as public 
drunkenness and driving without a li­ 
cense.

Australia Moves 
Into W heat M arket 


WASHINGTON (AP) — W’heat 
production in Australia, one of the big 
competitors of U.S. farmers in the 
world market, is rising again after a 
two-year slump, the Agriculture 
Department said today. 


Because 
it is 
in the southern 
hemisphere, 
Australian 
wheat 
production will be harvested next 
winter and be available for export 
then. The U.S. crop is being harvested 
now. Both, however, will figure 
prominently in 1974-75 world wheat 
marketings. 


The 
department’s 
Foreign 
Agricultural Service said Australia 
may produce 12.5 to 13 million metric 
tons for 1974-75, up from about 12 
million the past year and a short crop 
of 6.5 million tons in 1972-73. 
Most important to U.S. wheat 
M entally 


producers is a buildup of Australian 
reserves, indicating that the country 
will have much more to export in the 
coming year. 
According to a USDA world grain 
analysis last week, Australia will 
export about 8.8 million metric tons of 
wheat in 1974-75, up about one-third 
from each of the two previous seasons. 
Using the metric scale for com­ 
parison, U.S. wheat production this 
year — meaning for 1974-75 — is 
estimated at 52.4 million metric tons 
and exports at 26.9 million. But while 
U.S. production is expected to set a 
record, exports are expected to be 
down from 31 million metrict tons in 
the year ended June 30. 
Thus, Australia appears to be 
moving rapidly back into the world 
wheat market at a time when U.S. 
export prospects have declined 
slightly. 


Retarded 
Deal Rapped 


DAYTON, Ohio (A P)—Fears and 
prejudices are standing in the way of 
providing mentally retarded persons 
with inexpensive supervisory care, 
says the director of residency for the 
Montgomery County Board of Mental 
Retardation. 
Barbara Connor said most of her job 
is convincing zoning and planning 
boards and community groups that 
resident homes for mentally retarded 
patients will not endanger the 
economy or safety of the neigh­ 
borhood. 
“ They feel that if a resident home is 
opened in their neighborhood, the 
property will be terribly devalued,” 
she said. “ This, of course, is mixed 
with a total fear and ignorance con­ 
cerning mental retardation. People, or 
at least some, still regard them as 
criminal types, perhaps inclined to 
violence,” she said. 
Resident homes are cheaper for 
society too, she said. 
“ If a mentally retarded person is in 
an institution the cost for a lifetime can 
run between $300,000 and $500,000,” she 
said. “ In a group home it is about half 
of that.” 
Mrs. Connor said the board hopes to 
establish 30 or more resident homes in 
the next IO years. 


Sen. G urney Eyes 
Race W ithdraw al 


COCOA BEACH, Fla. (AP) - Sen. 
Edward J. Gurney, under indictment 
by a federal grand jury, says he will 
decide this week whether to seek 
renomination in the Republican pri­ 
mary in September. 
“ The general consensus is that I 
could win the Republican primary. 
The general election is a different 
matter,” he said Saturday. 
Gurney, a member of the Senate 
Watergate committee, was indicted 
earlier this month on charges of 
conspiracy, bribery and perjury in 
connection with a $233,000 fund col­ 
lected secretly by builders seeking 
influence with the Federal Housing 
Administration. 
The 60-year-old senator pleaded 
innocent last Tuesday.

KENT, Ohio (AP)—A group of Kent 
State University students on an ar­ 
chaeological expedition on war-torn 
Cyprus may already have been evac­ 
uated to safety, a school spokesman 
said Sunday. 
Joe Durbin, KSU public relations 
director, referred to news reports that 
a group of H arvard University 
students working on a similar project 
were evacuated to the British base at 
Dhekelia. 
“The projects were quite close so it’s 
quite possible that the Kent students 
also were evacuated at that time,” 
Durbin said. 
The evacuees were to be flown to 
London, Durbin said. 
“I presume if and when they get to 
London they will be contacting their 
homes,” he said. 
The group of 15 students and a 
faculty member have been bn Cyprus 
since July I and were scheduled to 
leave Aug. 24. The expedition was 
encamped at a copper mine site about 
50 miles northeast of Nicosia, the 
capital city of Cyprus, where heavy 
fighting has been reported. 
The latest word from the group came 
Saturday. Mrs. Frederick Hollen- 
donner of Cleveland Heights said the 
girlfriend of her son, Chris, received a 
telegram saying he was well and safe. 
“The telegram was from Nicosia,” 
she said. “I’m sure they are all very 
levelheaded and their group leaders 
will do the best possible to keep them 
safe.”
